NAME CHANGES IN EAST AFRICAN ERICACEAE 
H J. Beentje 1 

Abstract: since Philippia (Ericaceae) is now generally considered to be synonymous with Erica, new combinations arc 
made for the Kenyan taxa formerly included in Philippia. 


The differences between the genera Philippia Klotzsch 
and Erica L. have been a source of confusion. Oliver 
(1987, 1988) has placed Philippia in synonymy under 
Erica, and I support this move. For the forthcoming 
“Kenya trees, shrubs and lianas” (Beentje, in preparation) 
the following combinations need to be made.
